Arthur, commander of America’s heroes of Bataan who 

held out against overwhelming odds un- 
til finally crushed a year ago today, 
marked the tragic anniversary with a 
prayer for the speedy liberation of the 
Philippines.

“I can assure the house that 
their motives for doing that were 
not special tenderness for Vichy, 


'but because they thought, and we 


agreed with them, that by main- 
taining relations wipa Vichy it was 
possible to keep open a-useful win- 
dow on Europe . It was only 
through maintenance of those re- 
lations that the American govern- 
ment were able to place a consid- 
erable number of agents in North 
Africa who were quite valuable 
in opening the way for Allied 
troops.” 

He said his talks in the United 
States with President Roosevelt 


and other officials ,and congres-| 


sional members of both parties, 
were “exploratory” and committed 
neither government “because other 
governments have to be consulted 
and exchanges take place.” 

This was taken as a reference 
to Russia, China and other Allied 
governments, because at the time 
of his visit it was believed that 
one of Eden’s objectives was to 
effect a closer understanding be- 
tween Russia and the United 
States. 

Agreement on Policy. 

He said that on agreement on 
policy toward Spain, Portugal, 
Turkey and other European neu- 
trals was reached, and that his 
conversations covered military 
and political operations during the 
war as well as post-war questions. 

“I think it is a mistake,” he 
said, “to try to base these rela- 
tions (British-American) mainly 
upon sentiment .. I think it is 
desirable to base them on their 
true foundation, which is a com- 
mon interest in maintenance of 
world peace and in preventing 
repetition of these catastrophic 
world conflicts every 20 years. 

“We here recognize the need for 
some authority to ensure by force 
that neither Germany, Italy nor 
Japan shall be able to repeat their 
aggression. I believe the Ameri- 
can people to share that view, and 
if it is to be effective then all 
peace-loving nations have to con- 
tribute their part, too.” 

The British leader’ said his 
closing impression of the United 
States “was one of a young and 
vigorous people whole-heartedly in 
the struggle, determined to work 
together with the other United 
Nations in war gnc in peace.”

“Then everything happened at 
once. We were in a big stretch 
of wasteland in ‘the middie of 
nothing. There were five armored 
on your side—your half 
tracks with 75-millimeter guns— 
and we had three armored dingos 
or scout cars, each :.olding two 
persons. 

“There was a lot of handshak- 
ing. A small community took form 
on the spot. Some of the Yanks 
started offering us American Ccig- 
arets as soon as they saw us and 
one even passed around a flask. 
Some of the boys started exchang- 
ing Lugers and other captured 
equipment. 

“One Yank hollered ‘What's 
this?’ when he saw everyone 
ahead of him start throwing their 
arms around each other. All of us 
were chuckling. I -am a British 
Army photographer so I already 
was busy taking pictures of the 
scene. 

Leaders Talk Business. 


“We met exactly at 3:25 p. 
I looked at my watch to note the 
time. The handshakes lasted onlv 
15 minutes. The commanders of 
our two parties already were in 
the middle of the road with their 
maps out and talking business. 

“As soon as they had finished 
discussing positions we started off 
together, both heading north bv 
the Nannsou mountains: We had 
been waiting for this a long time, 
But we had to go on with the war. 

“For the last few days we have 
been able to pick up your code 
messages on our radio. Of course 
we couldn’t understand them, even 
when they came in full blast, but 
we knew you were in the vicinity. 

6,000 Prisoners Taken. 

“We were hoping Jerry wouldn't 
break through you—and he didn't. 
Now we've got Jerry boxed in

WASHINGTON, April 8.—(4)— 
Here is the text of President 
Roosevelt’s executive order on 
prices and wages: 

By virtue of the authority vest- 
ed in me by the constitution and 
the statutes, and particularly by 
the first war powers act, 1941, and 
the act of October 2, 1942, entitled 
“an act to amend the emergency 
price control act of 1942, to aid in 
preventing inflation, and for other 
purposes,” as President of the 
United States and commander in 
chief of the Army and Navy, and 
in order to safeguard the stabiliza- 
tion of prices, wages and salaries, 
affecting the cost of living on the 
basis of levels existing on Sep- 
tember 15, 1942, as authorized and 
directed by said act of congress of 
October 2, 1942, and executive or- 
der No. 9250 of October 3, 1942, 
and to prevent increases in wages, 
salaries, prices and profits, which, 
however justifiable if viewed apart 
from their effect upon the econ- 
omy, tend to undermine the basis 
of stabilization, and to provide 
such regulations with respect to 
the control of price, wage and sal- 
ary increases as are necessary to 
maintain stabilization, it is hereby 
ordered as follows:

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Test for Congress 

On Monday next the House Ways and Means 
Committee opens hearings on extension of 
authority to the State Department to negotiate 
reciprocal trade agreements with other nations. 
This authority, first granted in 1934, will expire 
on June 12 next unless congress votes to extend 
it, in the meantime. 

Secretary of State Cordel] Hull has told 
congress that continuance of this authority 1s 
of paramount importance in prosecuting the 
war and in framing the peace and post-war 
plans for the better and safer world desired. 


Secretary Hull stressed three important 
functions of the reciprocal trade agreements, 
already in effect with 30 nations and pending 
with three more. They are essential, he said, 
to open foreign markets for American products 
in the post-war period; to help maintain 
domestic prosperity and full employment dur- 
ing the post-war readjustment period; and to 
enable the United States to occupy a position 
of world leadership in making true the princi- 
ples outlined in the Atlantic Charter, in the 
United Nations declaration of aims and in 
more than a dozen lend-lease agreements. 


The reciprocal trade agreement principle, 
even in pre-war days, was the most powerful 
agent in enhancing friendship between this 
nation and others and in opening the channels 
of world commerce to the trade of all. They 
were a first step in undoing the evil foisted 
upon the! world by the iniquitous Smoot-Hawley 
tariff act. They were practical realization of 
the assumption, by this country, of the quali- 
ties of friendship and justice in international 
affairs. 

To refuse the extension requested would be 
to take a long step backward toward the cruel 
days of isolationism and tariff greed. Such a 
refusal would be tantamount to notification 
that the congress is apt to undo all the victories 
of the battlefield by blind, partisan refusal to 
accept the responsibilities of peacetime. It 
would be indication that all the brave goals 
set up in the Atlantic charter are nothing but 
wordy ideals to be denounced and betrayed 
at a later date. 

It is not likely the congress will betray the 
nation by refusal to extend the authority for 
reciprocal trade agreements at this time. For 
if it did it would be the worst blow the United 
Nations could receive. It would reveal this 
nation as a maker of false promises, a betrayer 
of the confidence of a world.

A Good Beginning 

Governor Arnall is giving practical evidence 
of his determination to keep the promises 
made to the state during last year’s campaign. 
If it is humanly possible it is evident the 
governor is not going to approve any increase 
in state taxes. 

Slashes in departmental budgets had, by 
Wednesday night, cut approximately $900,000 
from figures for the same departments in 1942. 
This with most of the 60 or more state depart- 
ments yet to be passed upon as to budget 
requirements. 

That the problem is by no means solved, 
yet, is true. The state is losing more than 
$12,000,000 revenue from gasoline taxes this 
year. It is faced with a deficit of $35,000,000, 
inherited from previous administrations. How- 
ever, while it may not be possible to make any 
substantial decrease in deficit this year, there 
is possibility that the gasoline revenue loss 
may be offset. 

Much of this loss was made up when the 
recent legislature reduced highway department 
appropriations for the year by $9,741,800. Thus 
the revenue loss, from gasoline tax source, to 
be made up is between $2,000,000 and $3,000,000 
only. 

If the Governor finds it possible to so cut 
budgets of the departments yet to be touched 
that this gasoline tax loss can be made up, 
there is reasonable hope that a special tax 
session for the legislature this summer may be 
avoided. 

It is probably the most difficult financial 
problem faced by a Georgia governor in dec- 
ades. But Governor Arnall has made a most 
excellent start. 

If, without dangerous reduction in essential 
state governmental services, he can operate on 
the reduced revenue without adding to the 
burden of the state taxpayers, the Governor 
will merit the lifelong gratitude of all Geor- 
gians.

WARNING ON HEALTH SITUATION 
(From The Brunswick News.) 


Doctors of America are just as patriotic as 
members of other professions and civilians in 
general as attested by voluntarily offering their 
services to the Army and Navy and thousands of 
them are now side by side with our fighting 
boys at home and overseas. Other physiciaris 
have been drafted into the service. 


There have been complaints, however, from 
time to time from certain communities that they 
were in need of doctors’ protection. Now comes 
the Office of War Information sounding a warn- 
ing that the medical situation will grow critical 
if steps are not taken soon to halt recruting of 
doctors without sufficient regard for the welfare 
of the civilian population. 

We agree with the OWI that the medical situa- 
tion is growing serious, from the civilian stand- 
point, and we know that those physicians left at 
home find it a physical impossibility to give 
attention to all of those who call for them. 

In a statement issued Monday, through the 
Associated Press, the OWI declared that there are 
enough doctors remaining in private practice to 
give adequate care to the civilian population, 
provided they can be properly distributed and 
according to special abilities.

NEW PROPAGANDA LINE WASHINGTON, April 8— 
Either for the purpose of fright- 


ening us or building up home morale, the Germans have been 
employing a new propaganda line lately by shouting to the world 
that Europe has been made into an armed fortress which is in- 
vulnerable to attack. 
erlin have told of the depth of great fortifica- 
tions that have been built along the European 
coastline all the way from Norway to Greece, 
a distance of two or three thousand miles. 

Undoubtedly there is some truth in what 
the Germans claim. From the Commando raids 
staged on Dieppe and other points alang the 
coast we have gained first-hand information 
on the defensive works that are being con- 
structed. 

We know they are exerting every possible 
effort in this direction. Labor by the hun- 
dreds of thousands is being conscripted in the 
occupied countries to build up fortifications. 
They are preparing feverishly for the day when 
we lay down an invasion force on the con- 
tinent. 

In trying to sell the thought, however, that they are capable of 
making Furope invulnerable to invasion, the Germans ate only 
making themselves ridiculous. Our military leaders are not im- 
pressed with the new propaganda line at all, 


By making such boastful utterances, the Nazis probably are 
merely proclaiming their own decadence. There is a _ tnadition 
centuries old among military men that a nation which puts its 
faith in stones and walls, rather than in the stout hearts and arms 
of its fighting men, is doomed to defeat. 

That has been an axiom of history for 


ANCIENT AXIOM 
more than 2,000 years. The Great Wall of 


China, one of the engineering wonders of the world, proved to be 
an ineffective barrier against the invading hordes from the north. 
It was breached almost at will. 


When the Roman empire began to weaken, it built a great wall 
across the European frontier. It served as protection only \jagainst 
unorganized marauders. After Rome began to weaken and) decay, 
the walls were overrun by every barbarian force that attacked. 
THE MAGINOT FARCE In our own times the Maginot Line 

in France turned out to bbe the 
greatest fortified farce in all history, perhaps. Here were fortifi- 
cations, built at a cost of billions of dollars, which were supposed 


to be absolutely impregnable. And yet the Germans went through 
them as though they weren't there. 


More recently we have seen the comparative ease with) which 
the British broke the well-fortified position of Marshal Rommel at 
El Alamein and, within the past fortnight, the Mareth Line in 
Tunisia. 


In the last World War the Germans were able to concentrate 
the builk of their forces on a narrow line extending only from 
Switzerland to the sea. It could not be turned. We had ta pierce 
it by frontal assault, which is what we did. 


NONE INVULNERABLE § The point of it is, as seen by mili- 

tary experts, that no line is strong 
enough to stand against a concentrated attack. It is not the forti- 
fications that count but the fighting stamina of the opposing armies 
as they maneuver in battle afterward. 


Major George Fielding Eliot, military commentator for the New 
York Herald Tribune, has defined the weakness of fortified posi- 
tions as represented in the Maginot Line. Asserting that it is based 
on a false military principle, he had this to say on the subject: 


“It seeks to be strong everywhere. The wall itself may be 
assumed to be equally strong at every point, but as a practica) 
matter it is only as strong as the troops assigned to defend it. It 
tends to bring about dispositions in which the troops are disposed 
on a linear system, which can be pierced anywhere by a strong 
enemy concentration. 


“The wall fixes the front to be defended; the enemy, outside, 
is left free to maneuver, and can choose time, place and direction 
of attack. He is certain to be able to break through the wall. Having 
done so, he can then be dealt with by the timely arrival of reserves 
for counterattack, and these reserves are unlikely to be strong 
enough if too many of the available troops have been used in man- 
ning other parts of the wall.”

ONE WORD MORE 


By RALPH McGILL. 
FIRST ADD—WILLKIE Wendell Willkie recently flew 31,000 


miles around the fattest portion of 


the earth and came back home to write a book called “One World.” 


“There are no distant points in the world any longer,” he said. 

“IT learned by this trip that the myriad millions of human beings 
in the Far East are as close to us as Los 
Angeles is to New York by the fastest trains. 
I cannot escape the conviction that in the future 
what concerns them must concern us, almost 
as much as the problems of the people of Cali- 
fornia concern the people of New York. 

“Our thinking in the future must be world 
wide.” 

Yesterday I wrote a sort of first chapter 
in the discussion of that book, In it 1 told how 
Willkie concluded that Russia is an effective 
society; that it works, that it has survival 
value. He concluded that no effective and last- 
ing peace could be planned unless we work 
with Russia after the war. 

The book, which went on sale yesterday, 
should be of enormous value to the people of 
this country. 

I think this not merely because of the con- 
clusions reached by Willkie. I believe the book 

will have another great value. It is written by an American capi- 
talist, a corporation man and a Wall Street lawyer, so to speak, 
He has not deserted his class, as some have said of Mr. Roosevelt, 
I know he has shocked and annoyed his class, as has Mr. Roose- 
velt. But Willkie, like the rest of us, believes in the capitalistic 
system and wants it to survive. Apparently, he does not think it 
will do so if left to the old-line or reactionary Republicans or to 
reactionary Democrats. They have been in the old groove of tariffs 
and isolationism for so long they cannot conceive of any other 
policy. Some of them apparently would prefer to pull the whole 
structure down with them rather than face the facts of history and 
the necessity of making the system fit the needs of a changing world. 

They cannot say that Mr. Willkie is a screwball prof@ssor, or 
a crackpot, impractical dreamer who doesn’t even know how to 
make up a pay roll. They cannot charge he is one of the New 
Dealer “brain trusters.” They can’t think up smart alec things 
to say about him. This is the same Wendell Willkie who ran for 
the presidency on the Republican platform in 1940. 

Any thinking person, really concerned about the future of the 
nation, canfhot help but be dismayed by the thought of a possible 
old-line Republican victory in 1944. 

This book by Wendell Willkie makes such a disaster less 
probable. 


HIS CONCLUSIONS I will not attempt to tell the story of 
the 


book. His conclusions are of the 
greatest interest. I do not mean to say that I agree with all of 
them. But the man is honest and he knows that we cannot turn 
backward. Coming shortly after the Republican hope, Bricker, of 


- Ohio, said that his idea of the future was to go back to William 


McKinley and the arts of Mark Hanna, this book is like a breath 
of fresh air. Here is a young Republican, a corporation man, former 
head of a great utility company whose stocks advanced rapidly 
when he was nominated, who urges that his party and the Ameri- 
can people generally not close their eyes and their minds and 
attempt to judge the future by the adages and the maxims of 1890 
or 1915. Some nations tried that sort of thing with their weapons 
of war. They lost. It is just as dangerous and as hopeless to try 
it with all the old concepts. 

Writing of Woodrow Wilson's plan for world peace, he says: 
‘We cannot state positively just how effective it might have proved 
had the United States extended its support, influence and active 
participation. But we do know that we tried the opposite course 
and found it futile. We entered into an era of strictest detachment 
from foreign affairs. ... We shut ourselves away from world trade 
by excessive trade barriers. We washed our hands of the continent 
of Europe and displayed no interest in its fate while Germany re- 
armed. We torpedoed the London Economic Conference ... and 
in so doing we sacrificed a- magnificent opportunity for leadership 
in strengthening and rehabilitating the democratic nations, in forti- 
fying them against assault by the forces of aggression which at 
that very moment were beginning to gather.” 

He states his belief mm the League as proposed by Wilson. He 
blasts both parties for a lack of consistent foreign policies. 

He declares that he means it quite literally when he says that 
peace must be planned on a world basis. 

He is trhe and clear when he says that this cannot be accom- 
plished by mere declarations of our leaders, as in an Atlantic 
Charter. “Its accomplishment depends,” he says, “primarily upon 
acceptance by the peoples of the world.” 

I think he is right, too, when he says that all over the world a 
great process has started which no man—certainly not Hitler—can 
stop. “Men and women all over the world are on the march, physi- 
cally, spiritually and intellectually ... they have opened books 
. . - Old fears no longer frighten them ... the big house on the 
hill surrounded by mud huts has lost its awesome charm .. eco- 
nomic freedom is as important as political freedom.” 

He says that we must have free trade when the war is done— 
that goods and ideas must pass freely from one nation to another. 

Il believe, and hope, this book may be the bombshell hich 
destroys the old-line Republicans and their hopeful allies- re- 
actionary Democrats. I don’t know. They still control oi the 
election machinery in the various states. They will hate Willkie, 
their own man, almost as they hate Roosevelt because he, too, told 
them truths which were not always pleasant. 

But, surely, the people will not want to go back to William 
McKinley, as the G. O. P. favorite son, Bricker, of Ohio, proposed 
as his plan of the future. 

This book, I would say, means that Wendell Willkie will be 
nominated by the Republicans in 1944, or that party will be hope- 
lessly split. 

The Democrats, too, should take heart. There have been mis- 
takes made, but the Democratic path has been forward and up- 
ward. What influences are behind those who would split and 
destroy our party? |

Public business is now your business and my business. As 
always in time of war, the American people are united in spirit and 
deeply interested in the conduct of public affairs. The government 
is no longer a vague and impersonal something in Washington: it 
iS a group of men who act in our name and are responsible to us 
for what they do. 

What is more, we stand or fall by what they do. As a victory 
by the Marines is our victory, and a shameful blunder by an admiral 
is our shame, so every successful action in Washington is our success 
and every failure our failure. We can no longer wash our hands of 
official business, as in time of peace. We live or die by it. 

What, then, shall you say of our war of words—our conduct of 
the warfare of propaganda? 

If you were placed in charge of propaganda, what waquld be your 
first move? Well, before Hitler set up his propaganda system, he 
sent his best men to America to study the methods of our pro- 
fessional advertising agencies. He knew that our advertising ex- 
perts have no equals in the world in the art of influencing bublic 
opinion. Surely it would be wise to employ their skill. 

What would your propaganda attempt? The answer is based 
three facts: First, people admire a winner; second, people like to 
be on the winning side; third, people prefer doing what is best |for 
them, if they know what is best. 

Therefore your propaganda would sell all races the idea that 
America’s resources and production are overpowering; that we and 
our Allies are certain to win; that freedom is the state in which 
people are happiest and most prosperous. Experts could make the 
world believe it; the OWI is failing. 

The Germans are spending dollars for propaganda’ where we 
spend dimes. Theirs is shrewd and effective; ours doesn’t even 
sound convincing to us. 

If propaganda could make our job easier it would save blood and 
treasure. If it fails, it is our failure—and we shall pay for it.

It is a Simple matter of mathe 
matics to estimate about how 
much gasoline is necessary to 
make these raids. The figures are 
not secret, yet few people have 
taken the trouble to go beyond the 
assumption that all that is neces- 
sary to bomb Germany out of ex- 
istence is to have the necessary 
number of planes,. the crews, the 


of these are available in England, 
although perhaps some imports are 
needed to give the numbers of 
each category needed. 

However, the British Isles do 


not provide petroleum. Any high- 
| test gasoline used by planes based 
on these islands has to be brought 


in. This means a real transporta- 
tion problem right off the bat. It 
remains to be seen just how big 
a problem it is. In order to make 
the calculation, it is assumed that 
it is proposed to make 12 raids a 
month, each involving 300 four 
motored and 300 bi-motored bomb 
ers. The objectives are on the 
average 500 miles away, which 
means a round trip of 1,000 miles 
a plane, plus whatever mileage is 
flown over the target area or to 
evade flak or in fighting intercep- 
tors. 

A rough estimate is that the 
average use of gasoline for a mili- 
tary plane, taking into considera- 


tion the fact that most of the time 


a bomber would be running at 
cruising speed, and only occasion- 
ally at full throttle, averages out 
at about 45 gallons of gasoline an 
hour. Since the fleet of 600 planes 
would have in all 1,800 engines, 
the hourly consumption of fuel 
would be about 81,000 gallons an 
hour. The average time for a raid 
of this distance would be about 
five hours, which would mean a 
total of 400,000 gallons of gasoline 
a raid. 

Staging 12 such raids a month 
would mean the use of 4,800,000 
gallons, more or less, 


of all other needs for gasoline in 
the British Isles, for short-distance 
raids, for reconnaissance, (for 
fighters, for reserves, and for 
ground use.

A Visit 
To Naval Hospital 


By Eleanor Roosevelt 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Wednesday.—After a cafeteria lunch 
at the Kaiser shipyards on Monday, in which I was proudly told 
no rationed food was used, Miss Thompson and I went off with 

Mayor Riley, of Portland, and Mrs. David 
Honeyman. We visited the Red Cross blood 
donors’ station, the Red Cross workrooms, the 
induction center—which is one of the most 
complete setups of its kind in the country—and, 
finally, a service men’s club, where I cut a 
large and beautifully decorated cake. 

We were at the airport a little ahead of 
time for our plane and I had a chance to talk 
to a young friend who had been going around 
with us all day, but to whom I had barely had 
a chance to say five words. He is in the Army 

2." and now happens to be stationed in the re- 

PMs  Cruiting station in Portland. 

When we reached San Francisco, my son, John, and his wife 
were at the airport and drove us to the hotel. They stayed and 
talked for a while and my friend, Miss Mayris Chaney, came in 
also, so I felt my San Francisco visit began well. 

Admiral Woods called for me yesterday morning at 10 o'clock, 
just as I was finishing a half hour’s press conference. We started 
off promptly for Oak-Knoll hospital in Oakland. This naval hose 
pital was only begun last year and, since I was there in the autumn, 
it has already doubled in size. 

I wonder if many people realize how many boys are coming 
home from this war and facing cheerfully the loss of arms or 
legs or other physical handicaps. I saw boys suffering from cone 
cussion, burns and innumerable other ailments. As I went tenons 
each ward I thought what wonderful spirit young America has. 
There is one boy who is going around making speeches to help sell 
bonds. He has lost both arms and one leg. The other day he was 
fitted to a new leg, and as he walked into the ward a cheer went 
up from every one of the other boys, which shows that indomitable 
courage wins respect. 

I lunched with the dogtors’ mess and they told me we had exe 
actly the same lunch which the boys are having. It was extremely 
good, but | certainly ate more than I ordinarily eat. So it is just 
as well that I don’t walk through so many hospital wards every 
morning. 

After lunch, we visited the Treasure Island hospital, which has 
likewise grown by leaps and bounds. I used to think it was a 
shame not to take time enough to go through every ward in these 
hospitals. I realize now that that is out of the question, because 
it would take many days really to go through all the wards and to 
stop and speak to each man. We ended by going to tea with Vice 
Admiral J. W. Greenslade, and then I spent the evening with my 
sons and daughter-in-law and saw the newest grandchild in the 
family for the first time.

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Eggs Are Vital 
In Child’s Diet 


Eggs are a necessary part of any well-planned diet for children, 
because they supply good proteins, some of the vitamins and several 
minerals, namely sulphur and iron. Egg yolk is rich in fat, and in 
fummer, when hens are in the sunlight a great deal, the yolks are a 
rich ares of vitamin D. 

Children need a good supply of protein foods each day, for proteins 
are asad for growth. The best protein foods are milk, eggs, meat, 
fish and cheese. Of these, milk is the best all-round protein for 
children, but milk alone cannot supply a sufficient quantity. 
and lean meats are needed to supplement milk. And now that meats 
are rationed, and beef, the best of the lean meats for children, hard 
to get, efgs assume a new importance in diets for children. “An 
ege a day” is a good rule to follow in planning meals for the young- 
ters. 

“But what can I do with my child who does not like eggs?” is 
@ question we often hear. But often we discover that a child doesn’t 
dislike eges so much as he dislikes eating them in the same ‘way 
every day! Some children may be allergic to eggs, and the dislike 
then is well-founded, but most aversion to eggs can be overcome 
simply by varying, perhaps disguising, the way you serve them. 
There are so many ways of preparing eggs it is inexcusable to give 
a child a soft-cooked or poached egg every day in the week. There 
are baked eggs, creamy scrambled eggs, egg salad, creamed hard- 
cooked eggs, eggs a la goldenrod, shirred eggs, eggs baked in tomato 
shells, eggs scalloped with vegetables, egg sandwiches, just to mention 
a few of the ways this valuable food can be given to children. 

If your child does not like eggs, try first of all a completely 
cifferent way of serving them—say an egg and vegetable combination. | 
Serve the dish and say nothing about the egg. If possible, bake the | 
mixture in an individual baking dish so that he will feel he has “his. 
own special dish.” Sometimes it is the texture of the egg that a child | 
objects to—in this case try combining

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WATCH NUTRITION AS GUARD TO HEALTH 


Spending the ‘ad stamps wisely is a real challenge to you homemakers who are 
truly serious in doing the patriotic job of feeding your families adequately, 
You have a three-fold responsibility: (1) to plan your meat selection so that 
you will satisfy, to as great a degree as possible, your family’s preferences; 
(2) to keep an eye on the nutritive value of the meat you serve; and (3) to 
stretch your red stamps over as many low-point meats as possible rather than 
spending too many of your family’s points on meat of high point value. 


Did your husband expect steak for din- 
ner every night back in the good old 
days? I don’t blame him, | like steak, 
too. Its delicious flavor and juicy con- 
tent make most everybody want it. But 
it’s your problem to convince him that, 
at the present point value, a steak a day 
is an impossibility. 

So, [ thought you might be interested 
in seeing a comparison between a steak 
and three other meat dishes (pork chop 
suey, beef porcupines and breaded pork 
hver) which total the same number of 
red stamp points for a family of four. 


FOR WOMEN ONLY 


After selecting these three meat dishes 
I calculated the nutritive value of each. 
You can see by a glance at the chart 
below that these three dishes provide 
even more food value than the steak. 


Perhaps this fact will help appease 
friend husband until he can again have 
his steaks as often as he desires. But my 
advice to vou is to keep this information 
to vourself and concentrate on — 
these low-point dishes so delicious a 
attractive he will be content with fewer 
of his beloved steaks. 


VITAL TO MEALTH 


With the amount of meat limited, 
there is a real health danger unless we 
choose wisely. Thiamin, or Vitamin By, 
which is so important to the normal 
functioning of nerves and digestion, has 
been low in the average American diet, 
ever in peacetume 

Pork is one of the richest sources of 
thiamin, so care should be taken to 
serve pork frequently. It is due to the 
pork in the chop suey that the thiamin 
line on the chart below is so long. 


Iron is another nutrient which. is low 
in many diets. Liver, especially pork 
liver, is an excellent source of iron and 

is responsible for about % of the iron 
line below. 


An equal amount of liver sausage is 
almost as high in iron, and you will find 
it extra delicious if you buy Wilson's 
Certified Braunschweiger.

But one of the greatest deficiencies with 
a low meat dict is likely to be protein. 
Although vitamins have been the 
“glamor girls’’ of nutrition in the past 
few years, protein deserves equal atten- 
tion. Besides its function in maintaining 
and repairing cells of soft tissue, 
tein is also essential to formation of red 
blood cells and has been recommended to 
hasten healing of wounds and fractures. 


Because of the superiority in quality 
of protein from animal sources (meat, 
milk, fish, poultry, and eggs) over pro- 
tein from vegetable sources, at least 
one-third of your day’s protein should 
be of anima! origin.
